Subject had hljneelf Tolonteered to act as a eourier for the general, so that 
be Bight iflterrene with Michael for his own rehabilitation, a Batter in which 
Michael had no authority. 

Daring the rest of that year Subject seemed to hare turned against 
Radescu, whom he called "senile" and "stupid," only to back the General's 
aotirlties again towards the end of 194Sf when he obtained froa Radescu the 
"Mandate" tozepresenh the "Denooratio Dnion of Area Runanians" in Great 
Britain. • • • 

Concerning Subject's efforts to organise emigre Rumanian officers, 

UHISON knows only that the task of orga^sing the officers was given by 
General Radescu to Colonel Dan I7AMDV1CI in Soremiber, 194B, and that Ivano- 
viol had a wrltt<»** from the general to that effect. At that time

Bureau of the Military Staff," idiich CT ^refused. Soon after that date, 
Ivanovioi asked Subject to centralise tne oata on the refugee Rumanian offiesrs 
in England, which Subject accepted. Since in O ctober 1949> idien Radescu vlsitsd 
Paris, he appointed General Domitru (Puiu) PETRESCG to head the ailitazy side 
of the Rumanian ealgration, it is pr^ble that Subject la Petrescu's rep- 
resentative in England. It is believed, however, that Subject’s aotivitiss 
are United to that country. . «
